GENEUAL STATEMENT 

The work of the Columbia Institution for the Deaf is devoted 
to the instruction of deaf persons. The Institution is composed of 
four departments as follows: Kendall School, Gallaudet College, the 
Normal Department and the Research Department. The aim of the 
Institution is to further the advancement of deaf persons through 
various educational means and through research work. 

Kendall Soiiooii 

This department is for the younger deaf children of the District of 
Columbia. This past year the enrollment was 71, 54 of whom wore from 
the District of Columbia and 17 from out of town. 

The work of the Kendall School extends through all grades up 
to college entrance. The oral method of instruction is u.sed in this 
department. However, there are children W'ho cannot progress orally, 
and we are, therefore, prepared to use any and all methods which will 
bring results. The hard of hearing children of the District are educated 
in day classes in the Public School System. Occasionally some of those 
sent to us by the District autivorities have some residual hearing 
and w'e have multiple hearing aids for these students. 

This past year a class for preschool-age deaf childi'en was started. 
The results of this work were so encouraging that we expect and plan 
an expansion of this project. 

Some pre-vocational work is provided the students in this school. 
We find that upon completion of their work in Kendall School the 
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students have little difficulty in getting positions which enable them 
to support themselves. 

0ALLAiTDioT College 

This department of the Columbia Institution for the Deaf was 
established in 18C4 by act of Congress. It is for deaf students through¬ 
out the United States whose hearing loss is so great that they cannot 
succeed in colleges for hearing students. A liberal arts course is 
offered those who pass the entrance examinations. This past year we 
had students from- 35 states, the District of Columbia and Canada. 

Gallaudet College requires of its students a preliminary year, 
or preparatory year, so that we may be certain their normal high 
school work has been completed. Most of the entrants come to us 
directly from the state schools for the deaf throughout the count i-y 
with an average of 11.7 school years. 

The curriculm of the college is similar to that of any other 
American college which offers 4 years of work towards a Bachelor’s 
degree. Courses provide basic training in chemistry, bacteriology, 
the grapliic arts, foods and clothing, and training for a teaching career. 
Many of our graduates go into the teaching profession in the various 
schools for the deaf and have been exceedingly successful in this field. 

The methods of instruction used in the college are determined 
by the needs of the courses. Usually the manual means of com¬ 
munication is used combined with the use of speech and lip reading. 
Very few of these college students have any remnant of hearing left; 
acoustic aids are provided for those who do. Special instruction is 
provided in speech and lip reading. The college also has a visual aid 
department Avith expanding services. 

Students show a decided interest in literature, particularly poetry. 
Their contributions have won high acclaim in literary contests in 
competition with students from other colleges and universities. A 
similar interest is shown in dramatics. The students produce and stage 
their own plays in the college auditorium. 

The athletic program of the college consists of intra-mural activ¬ 
ities and also inter-collegiate competition. The college is a member of 
the Mason-Dixon Conference, which is composed of 13 colleges and 
universities in this area. Competition includes baseball, football, 
basketball, wrestling, cross country and track.

Normal Department 

This department is for hearing young men and women wlio wish 
to teach the deaf. They must be graduates of accredited colleges before 
they may be admitted for this training course. This past year the 
enrollment in this department included 4 women and 8 men. Five 
of the men were veterans. This department has been singularly suc¬ 
cessful in the number of graduates who have gone into administrative 
work in our profession. At the present time a large proportion of 
the superintendents of the state schools for the deaf are men who 
took their training for work with the deaf in this department. Last 
year there were a total of 47 teachers training for work with the deaf 
in training classes in the United States. Of this number 12 were 
enrolled in the class here at Gallaudet College. 

Research Department 

This is a growing department and was originated to meet the 
demand of the schools for the deaf in the United States for some 
central point where research work could be carried for the advance¬ 
ment of the education of the deaf in this nation. As the department 
grows, the Columbia Institution for the Deaf will bear an increasingly 
large responsibility for the development of better techniques in the 
education of the deaf and hard of hearing child. 

Attendance 

During the fiscal year July 1, 194G, through June 30, 1947, there 
were under instruction in the advanced department of the Institution 
92 men and 70 women, a total of 162, representing 35 states, the 
District of Columbia, and Canada. This is an increase of 9 as compared 
with the preceding year. 

In the Kendall School there were under instruction 34 boys and 
37 girls, a total of 71. This is an increase of 14 as compared with the 
preceding year. 

Of the total in the Institution 59 were admitted as beneficiaries 
of the District of Columbia. 

There were admitted to the Institution 29 males and 31 females; 
discharged 18 males and 17 females. 
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Health 

The health program has been broadened with the employment 
of a full-time resident nurse. There were no unusual epidemics during 
the year. Dr. Prances Foye continued as physician for the girls and 
Dr. Richard Todd carried on his work with the boys. A change Was 
made in the financial responsibility for hospitalization outside the 
Institution. The parents were asked to take care of this expense and 
they responded well in all eases. Tuberculosis x-rays were given again 
to new students and new employees. A full-time dietitian was added 
to the staff during the year, insuring balanced diets for the students 
and others at all times. A new refrigeration unit was installed includ¬ 
ing regular refrigeration and also a deep-freeze unit. This makes our 
refrigeration unit complete in every respect. 

Surveys 

The survey of the Columbia Institution for the Deaf, conducted 
by Dr. Harry Best at the invitation of the Federal Security Agency, 
was presented during the year. It is a full report covering the history 
of the Institution from its beginning to the present time. Recommen¬ 
dations are brought out for the future conduct of the Institution. It 
is hoped that this fine report will enlarge the program so that all 
the deaf in the nation who are capable of higher education may enter 
fhe college department. 

The Public Buildings Admini.stratiou continued its study of the 
Columbia Institution for the Deaf. Detailed plans for a future building 
program have been drawn up based on a proposed increased enrollment. 
These plans arc to be available by October 1, 1947, to the Federal 
Security Agency for presentation to the Congress. 

These two surveys are but the beginning of a concentrated effort 
to place the Institution in a much better position to provide the 
leadership in the education of the deaf for which it was founded.
